This man had been prosecuted by the police. 
He kepta watchman who had been seen on the 
pier waving his hat to a little boat from 
which rubbish was being dumped off Green 
Island...

. fined $3 each at the Police Court.

one purpose within these walls is educative: - 
that St. Stephen’s College:is managed notin — 
the interests of any individual, or of any society. 

It stands for the training of Chinese yovth 
upon the -principle that every man possesses 
somet ing more that physical and mental cap- - 
acity—that his moral nature cannot be soundly 
developed except on the basis. of religion. 

I repeat that our Chinese, friends fully 
recognise this fact, and they have learned 
by experience that, while the Christian 
Scriptures are the text book for our moral | 
training, coercive measure in matters of.faith 
and. conscience find no place among us. - If I 
have misjudged them in this matter, there are 
gentlemen present who will have the opportunity 
to. set me right. But asthe College Council is * — 
about to-take over this new wing it seems 
fitting that in the presence of your Excellency,

~~ bers has necessitated\ the ‘erection of two new 
‘ classrooms, which woe hope to have ready for 
occupation towards the end of January. While 
the’ attendance on the whole has been fairly 
_ good, still I must say that many of our boys 
_ are kept at home-for.yery trifling. causes. I 
‘would again remind .the parents of the 
absolute necessity of regular attendance for 
progress in studies, ‘Che ‘monthly -examina- 
_ tions and weekly testimonials - are still, very 
efficient. in securing constant and steady 
work. Such work enables the boys to cultivate 
industrious habits. The conduct of our boys 
has been very good, and on the whole they 
always seek to please their teachers. Our 
boarding department continues to give much 
satisfaction. We have as many boarders as we 
can accommodate. . : The ‘health of the koys has 
been excellent, thanks to the unremitting care 
of Doctors Muller, Justiand Hoch. Our Oxford 
results‘this year were very satisfactory. We 
. presented 36 boys and all passed, viz., 7 Seniors, 
14 Juniors, and 15 Preliminaries. J.B. Xuyen 
obtained Second Class Honours and Distinction 
in French in the Senior, while H. Ozorio secured 
Third Class Honours in the Preliminary., Six 
of our Chinese boys figured prominently 
among the, successful students. A noticeable 
feature of the examination judging trom 
the private results was the excellent pass 
which nearly all“our boys obtained in English 
Composition. We are very much pleased to see 
that many of our boys are working hard to fit 
themselves for the Hongkong University with 
which your Excellency’s name will be for ever 
associated. Our Shorthand and Typewriting 
classes continue:to do good work, Thirty-seven 
boys sat. for shorthand certificates during the 
year. Twenty obtained Third Class certificates. 
Thirteen entered ‘for Second’ Class, and four 
“for Fizst Class certificates, but the results lave 
:~not yet come to hand. Our thanks are due to 
‘the members of the Shorthand Committee of 


Hongkong, especially to Mr..A, Ramsay, of the 


Daily Press, for the. facilities they have 
afforded in connection with the examinations, 
Twenty-eight boys follow the Ty pewriting Class. 
_ We have arranged with the National Shorthand 
Association of London for the holding of 
periodical examinations for Typewriting certifi- 
cates. Eight boys have entered for the first 
- examination, which we expect will take placoin 
about a fortnight. Hygiene has been faut 
succéssfully during the year. -We presented ten 
boys for the Shield competition, but the regults 
are not yetknown.

‘-. -»  Toxxo, December 13th. . 
A few days ago there were carried out in this 
city some very interesting private experiments 
with an aéropline undertaken by Lieut. Le 
Prieur, of the FrenchNavy,one of the “language 
officers ” attached to the French Embassy here. 
The experiments ended disastrously for the 
aeroplane, although the officers interested were 
more than satisfied with the results obtained 
‘SITE OF THE TRIALS. 
Lieut, Le Prieur, through the kind assistance 
of Messrs. Tanakadate and Aibara, the former 
Professor of Science at the University and the 
latter ‘a captain in the Japanese Navy, obtained 
the permission of the police to experiment with 
_& newly-constructed “ glider,” built on the 
French mcdel of Voisin Brothers, st a site in 
Uyeno Park, near the Shinobadzu Pond. This 
place is admirably adapted for such-experiments, 
- the pond being a kindly haven in the event 
of disaster, but one or two feet deep 
and covered with lotus plants. ‘ The. site is 
in a populous part of the city, and 
although the trials were quite private the mere 
appearance of the strange machine was sufficient 
in a short time to attract ari enormous concourse 
of people. ar nae : 
' . SUCCESSFUL FIRST FLIGHTS. 
M. Le Prieur knew nothing of the possibili- 
~ ties of his machine, and doubted them more 
and more as he gradually came to realise that 
among the thousands of spectators were many 
distinguished men, including Lt.-Gen. Nagaoka, 
head of the Military Aeroplane Investigation 
Association, and other members of this newly- 
formed official bureau. But with the assistance 
of a 60 H. P. motor-car used’tfor towing 
purposes, he made a successful ‘first flight, 
.maintaining his balance nicely about fifteen 
feet above ground and flying 150 yards. This 
experiment was repeated, and the landing in 
both cases was carried out with every satisfac- 
tion to the anxious lieutenant. 
CAPTAIN AIBARA’S MISFORTUNE. 
Among those keenly interested in those ex- 
periments was Captain Aibara, a naval engineer 
-and member of the Military Aeroplane Inves- 


°! tigation Association. The captain asked for 


M. te Prieuc’s permission to use the ma- 
chine, byt the latter objected and warned 
the captafn of the probable. consequences. 
Captain Aibara, however, persisted and started 
off with the assistance of the motor car. He 
glided over the pond, but not being able to check 
- his ascent, broke the rope attaching him to ‘the 
motor car, lost his balance and toppled over, 
falling 25 feet into the pond. Fortunately for 
the Captain he received no hurt beyond a wet- 
ting, but the machine was wrecked and Lieut. 
° Le Prieur is now busy on a new one. 


Thus ended the first experiment in this’ 


country with an aeroplane: It is interest- 
ing to note that the public are paying 
increasing attention to this subject, judg-

end of the year. : 

<¢ Referring to the value of Port Arthur as a 
~ .gommercial port, Mr. Iida Giichi, a director of 
the Mitsui Bussan Kaisha, remarks that the 
, opening of the port to commerce is a truly 
gratifying step. Dairen is nominally an unfrozen 
‘port. In ‘reality the harbour is frozen over atonce 
when the weather is' calm during the intense 
. cold of the winter months, while when a strong 


northerly breeze blows high seas invariably. 


prevail in the harbour, which is not protected 
by any breakwater, and vessels are thus forced 
. to suspend the loading and discharging of 
cargo. The present is a season for shipping 
beans, and steamers loading this commodity are 
involved in serious delay, accompanied by heavy 
‘expenditure and difficulties, owing to the 
above circumstance. The, situation of Port 
Afthur is much better. This port is sur- 
rounded by hills,‘ and the water in the harbour 
is deep, while the port: is never frozen, 
‘Port Arthur, it is alleged, surpasses Dairen far. 
and away asa commercial port. 
reported that the Government had under con- 
sideration a proposal to make Port’ Arthur a 
coaling station for merchant vessels. “The 
opening of the port fo general trade, however, 
‘will be welcomed generally. by Japanese and 
foreign merchants. It is to be regretted that 
the entrance to the harbour is rather narrow, 
interfering with the movement of large steamers, 
but this inconvenience can be remedied by. cut- 
ting a canal between the harbour and Pigeon 
Bay, so that steamers may come in by the pre- 
- gent entrance and depart by another.—Japan
